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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-5, 7, 9-14 are pending in this application. Amended claims 1-2, 4, 7, 9-1 1 and 
canceled claims 6, 8 are noted. Claims 12-14 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a nonelected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Blackwood et 
al. (4,749,440). Blackwood discloses a gaseous process for removing oxide films from silicon or 
polysilicon substrates (col.l lines 9-16). Specifically, an anhydrous reactive gas such as 
hydrogen fluoride mixed with water vapor flows over the substrate (col.3 lines 39-50). It is 
noted that the hydrogen fluoride is heated (col.8 lines 49-56). However, the reference fails to 
explicitly teach forming radicals. 

It is noted that the reference does teach plasma etching and that plasma etching involves 
radicals (col.2 lines 8-14). It is also noted that the reference clearly teaches that the disadvantage 
of plasma etching is surface damage and cost (col.2 lines 8-29). One skilled in the art after 
reading Blackwood would realize that if cost and surface damage is not critical to the final 
product, then plasma etching can remove the oxide layer. Hence, it would have been obvious to 
the skilled artisan to utilize plasma etching in Blackwood because Blackwood teaches of plasma 
etching if cost and surface damage is not important to the removal of the oxide film. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7 are allowed. 

Claims 10-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
